This year the home economic 
department under the guidance 
of Miss Gallagher has revised 
its four one-period classes into 
three two-period classes a day. 
Thus the juniors and seniors are 
enabled to combine their classes 
into one; the sophomore and 
freshmen classes remain un- 
changed. 

The juniors and seniors are 
decorating and furnishing ideas 
for remodeling the recreation 
room of the girls’ dormitory. Al- 
so, they made part of the cos- 
tumes for the one-act plays. 
Dickies are being made for dis- 
tinguishing the two junior clas- 
ses while playing together at 
basketball. Cookies were made 
also for the Christmas tea which 
was held Sunday afternoon at 
the girl’s dormitory. 

The sophomores’ chief interest 
this year lies in making blouses, 
while the freshmen are dealing 
with simpler articles such as 
holders and toy animals. 

All three classes have taken 
part in making dish towels and 
roll towels for use at the girl’s 
dormitory. 

Each of these three classes 
has two 45 minute periods a day 
twice a week. Activities and the 
first period in the morning arc 
extra periods for these girls. The 
junior and senior classes have 
the first two periods ,in the 
morning. The sophomores have 
Activities Period and the "one 
preceding it. and the freshmen 
have the first two periods com- 
ing in the afternoon. 

So far this year sewing has 
been the main project, but cook- 
ing will begin early in the spring 
of next year. Cooking with the 
new electric stoves and appli- 
ances will prove more interest- 
ing and better results will bo 
obtained.

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EDITORIAL 

A CLUB WITH A NEW START 

A school is not built of brick. It has taken the loyalty, talent 
and initiative of teachers and students to raiso Gould Academy to 
its present standards and to mako it more worthy of its fine equip* 
ment. These standards now oxtend well beyond tho subjects taoght 
here, however. Lot us note how each of soveral school activities 
has received a new start during the last five yoars with the coming 
of a new faculty advisor, diroctor, or coach. 

Four years ago the experienced direction of Miss Griggs 
brought the three glee clubs, band, and orchestra into the school 
lime- light. In 1942 tho founding of the Chapman Club served as a 
culmination to the rise of music here at Gould. Since then student* 
have been sent here rather than to other schools becauso of the 
music department. 

Three years ago Miss Newman came to Gould and reorganized 
the Girls' Athletic Association. This group's efficient management 
of girls sports and its traditional party of last month are just sam- 
ples of its present activities. 

Two years ago Mr. Thompson brought new interest in drama- 
tics and Mr. Foster introduced wide new horizons to the school’t 
little- noticed Camera Club. Two play productions each year, ono 
of which we saw just last Friday night, mark the birth and growth 
of Mr. Thompson's Dramatic Club. The newly built Holden Hall 
darkroom and the 100 enlarged prints decorating this year's Fresh- 
man Party speak well for Mr. Foster's rejuvenation of the Gould 
Camera Club. 

Last year our football team had a new coach, Mr. Scott. Tho 
team was undefeated, and we can’t givo all the credit to the raw 
material. 

This fall wo wondered which activity would bo next to recoivc 
a boost. What would bo this year's addition to the active list? 

Those of us who have been interested in tho floundoring good 
intent ! ons of Gould's young Scionce Club during the past few years 
were relieved and happy to find it backed this year by our quiet 
•and capable new chemistry teacher, Mr. Emery. Now we feel 
quite certain that the Science Club can join hands with the school’:; 
other activities on equal terms. 

Having sent bids to prospective new members on recommen- 
dations of the science teachers, this small and quietly active club 
is aiming its efforts toward an interscholatic science fair next 
spring such as was staged hero two years ago with scholarship* 
awarded to tho winners. Entering her second yoar as president 
last September, Priscilla Carver was pleased to welcome Mr Em- 
ery's friendly, instructive and purposeful advisorship. Since then 
he has personally seen that each member is interested and is work- 
ing onPa science fair project. Tho student demonstrations before tho 
group and the contents of the club's display window have contin- 
ued to improve. The group is really organized now; it has definite 
plans and it intends to carry them, out. 

Keep an eye on tho Science Club. Like others of our school's 
activities, it has been given a new start.
